hearing of this, I was Informed that Captaine Cre/pe, a Merchant, had bin 
at Torke, roget a Commiſſion figned for Ships, togoe againſt rhe Rebells

will pay no Rent to their Landlords, thereby to make tl:at County the 
ſeat of Warre : The Subſcription muſt be,To defend the Kings perſon, to 
maintain the Laws of the Land, and to bring to conaigne puniſhment divers 
Fatlsousperſors : andifdenyedupon demand by the King,you will know 
what wall follow.

This day one Sonldier rould Alderman Hatchinſons ſervant, that the 
next houſe ſhouldbe plundered, was theirs ; The Lords come yer very 
faſt in; and nothing is done with ycu, but wee preiencly know it by 
Poſts that wait for the fame purpoſe ; his Majeſty fent a Letter to Sir 
Foln Heldram, to Hulk to come to him ; his anſwer wee heare was 
rovgh, tonld his Majeſty he had ſerved him thirty fix yeares,got nothing, 
had ſpent twothouſand pound, 

Wedneſday, a Heraldat Armes wi:h his Mace was ſent to arreſt Lord 
willowby of Parham, andif he would not come, we heare che high She- 
riffe wasto be charged,with him; it us reported thar the Purſeyant or 
Herald 1s impriſoned. 

T hurfday, the two Troopcs of Horſe exercifed a company of blades, 
ſeventcene of the Guard we heare 15 departed, and as we hrcare is like 
to looſe their places for their paines; our high Sheriffe ſtands moderate- 
iy yet, wee darc nor yet ſay any way for divifion twwixt his Majeſty 
and Parliament. | 

Fryday came in Archbiſhop 1/itiams who is aſſigned ours, with three 
Coaches and neare forty Rorle, all his ſervants on black Horſes, his 
Coach 2nd {ix Hozſes likewiſe : It makes the roaring blades of our Ec- 
ciefiaſticai!l Conrt, confident that their houſe will not yer fall : This 
day came in 5000 hands more, trom one part of this County, to the 
Proteftation 2 gainſt a Petition ( much Jaboured in by all ſcandalous, 
gueitioned, and ill affected of theClergie ) which was printedthe day 
aftcr we mer ar Hayworth, hut yas not tenderd to the County.
